The 
case was that of Daniel Cameron vs. 
the city of La Crosso involving the pos- 
session of a vaulable tract of land near 
the center of the citj, popularly known 
as tho'Fourth Street park, has been de- 
cided at Madison in. favor of Cameron. 
The city has been using the land as a 
public square for forty years. Cameron 
has made repeated efforts to recover the 
property, and the case has been pending 
in the federal court for eight years. 


Cameron in February, 1890', began an 


action of ejectment. .This was heard by 
Judge Bunn in Madison the following 
year,and the result was a verdict for the 
plaintiff. 
There was a new trial the fol- 


lowing year with the same result. 
In 


March, 1894, the city took the matter 
up to the federal court of appeals in 
Chicago. The case was not decided un- 
til 1897, when Judge Jenkins, of Mil- 
waukee, read the opinion, giving the 
city a new trial on error. The ease is of 
considerable importance locally, and this 
third decision will probably e'ml it. It 
means that quite a tract of land and per- 
haps other tracts now held by the city 
must revert back to the originnl owner. 
3Janiel Cameron. 
Cameron came to 


La Crosso in 1845, and for years was prj 
Indian trader known all along the upper 
river.

After Rntclug for Six Hours. 


Terre Haute, lad.. Dec. 20.—Torre 


Haute roared with fire like a raging 
blast furnace last night, and as a re- 
sult almost au entire block in the heart 
of the business district was complete- 
ly destroyed and practically little or no 
stock was saved. The 
loss at 
11 


o'clock, when the fire was got under 
control, with the assistance o£ fire en- 
gines from Indianapolis, Brazil, Vin- 
cennes and Marshall, 111., all of which 
came on special trains, is estimated at 
11,000,000. It was the greatest fire in 
the history of western Indiana. 


Fireman John Welch of No. 6 hose 


company and Engineer John Osterloo, 
captain of the same company, were 
burled beneath tho walls of one of the 
burning buildings. At 10 o'clock Welch 
was taken out, dangerously injured. 
And at 11 o'clock Osterloo was still un- 
der the debris, and all efforts to get 
him out were futile. 
Half a dozen 


other firemen were more or less in- 
lured, but none others seriously. 


The fire started at 5:20 o'clock in a 


s'tow window of Havens 
& Geddes, 


Eome cotton batting used in the Christ- 
mas decorating catching fire from an 
alectric light wJre. Louis Kramer, tlie 
assistant trimmer, tried to fight the 
flre, uut it made such headway that he 
was driven out of the window, being 
severely burned himself. 


The fire spread like a flash, and the 


100 clerks, most of them girls, were at 
once given the,alarm, it being none too 
soon for them to save their lives. The 
fire enveloped the" entire front of the 
first floor so quickly that 
hut 
few 


clerks escaped that way. 
Not more 


than a dozen had time to save their 
personal effects. 


Those in the sixth story made fran- 


tic efforts to reach the elevator, and a 
regular panic 
prevailed. 
Miss 
Dot 


Heady, one of the clerks, who fainted, 
was carried out by her brother. Cash- 
ier Al Weinbrecht, in stopping for a 
few moments to throw the hooks in 
the safe, was badly burned. Misse:. 
Kate JMaloney and Louise Ferguson 
two clerks, jumped from the second 
story. The former's legs were broken, 
And the latter was also severely in- 
jured. 
Half a 
dozen others 
also 


jumped, but they were caught or weiv 
anly slightly hurt. J. Q. Button, man- 
ager of the book department, was se- 
verely burned, as was also Charles 
Lammers, a clerk on the second story. 
A dozen other clerks 
were 
slightly 


burned. 


Within a few minutes the first three 


floors were a roaring furnace. Not a 
cent's worth of stock was saved. The 
fire crossed over the alley, and the six- 
Etory -wholesale house of the same firm 
was soon doomed. *'-The structure was 
burned to the ground, as was also a 
two-story 
factory 
of the same flrm 


across the street, which employed 200 
girls. Havens & Geddes' loss in stock 
is $400,000. and in buildings $100,000, 
about two-thirds covered by insurance, 
throwing 4,000 pe'ople out of employ- 
ment. 


The wind was blowing from the west, 


and that carried the fire toward the 
five buildings on Sixth street 


These buildings were also totally de- 


stroyed : 


Brennig & Miller, furniture, loss to 


stock, $15,000; building, $20,000, noth- 
ing saved. 


Pixley & Co., clothiers, stock, $50,- 


JOO; building, $25,000; nothing saved. 


Albrecht & Co., dry goods, $150,000; 


ouilding, $40,000; only a small part of 
the stock saved. 
• . 


Ford & Overstreet, clothiers, stock, 


140,000; building, $15,000. 


Miller Bros.' cracker 
factory, was 


badly damaged in the rear; part loss, 
unknown. 


Thorman & Schloss, across the street 


on the west from Havens & Geddes, 
stock, $40,000; building, $25,00; little 
saved. 


McKeen & Co.'s bank, Swopes' jew- 


elry store. Harvey's furniture house, 
and Hamill's millinery store were the 
only ljuildings saved in the block. The 
firemen from 
the other 
cities 
were 


wildly cheered as they dashed up Main 
street on their way to the fire. The 
Indianapolis firemen, with their en- 
gine, made the run on a special train, 
covering the seventy-three 
miles in 


sixty-nine minutes. 


At midnight the fire was under con- 


trol, although the firemen played on 
the ruins all night.
